Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that the ^ Zahraidnik reference : 
reads on non-elected species C, and therefore cannot be used to reject elected species A. This argument is not persuasive because the 
species election is drawn to embodiments described in applicant's specification. The elected species is then examined in view of the prjor 
art, without consideration of the non-elected species. Since the Zahradnik reads on the claim limitations of applicant's elected .species; 
this argument is not persuasive. Applicant argues that the references do not teach that the additive is allowed to set before use in water. 
This argument is not persuasive because the chemical is introduced to the diffuser and contacts the diffuser while in water before, some ;
